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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is applicant's own prior inventions, for example, the patent to Duchon, US 
6,099,502. Sheet 22 of '502 shows a reversal of applicant's currently claimed subject 
matter, with door 544 rotating instead of the cylinder sleeve. The examiner was inclined 
* to apply an obvious rejection using the legal precedent set forth in MPEP 2144.04 VI., 
entitled "Reversal, Duplication, or Re-Arrangement of Parts." However, applicant's 
specification has provided ample support to show that there is more than a mere 
rearrangement of parts;. the rearranged device has distinct advantages in view of the 
previous art. For example, as set forth in applicant's published paragraph [0047], an 
advantage results in the accessibility to the component parts of the assembly, such as 
the cylinder 40 and syringe 25. In addition, at stated in the specification, the removable 
cylinder allows for improved maintenance and more reliable repeated use of the 
assembly by allowing for "complete cleaning of the door 80 and the area of the 
longitudinal member 20 surrounding the site of insertion 22." As further stated by 
applicant, this advantage "reduces the possibility of contrast media or other fluid from 
accumulating and crystallizing and causing the door to be stuck into place. A removable 
door 80 also allows use of the pressure sleeve assembly with syringes having a variety 
of configurations." A quick comparison if sheet 22 of the '502 patent with applicant's 
figure 3 readily displays these advantages. Accordingly, the examiner finds no instance 
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of obviousness in comparison to applicant's previous arrangements under this legal 
precedent. 

Also of note is the patent to Reilly et al., US 5,899,885. See especially figure 16 
wherein the pressure cylinder is pivoted from the position shown in figure 16 to 17A. It 
is possible to allege that applicant's claimed receptacle can be interpreted to be Reilly's 
internal surface 270. However, applicant's claims require that the receptacle receive 
the cylinder. In contract, internal surface 270 receives conical portion 272 of the 
syringe. Accordingly, there is no instance of anticipation in view of this prior art. 

None of the remaining prior art anticipates or suggests the claimed invention, 
accordingly, the application is allowed.
